REVIEW  OF  THE  1935  SEASON 


Because  of  the  graduation  of  all  ten  of  the  1934  basketball  team,  Coach  Good  was  con- 
fronted with  the  problem  of  building  an  entirely  new  outfit  at  the  start  of  the  1935  sea- 
son. Material  from  the  second  team  and  junior  high  team  of  the  year  previous  was 
available,  however,  and  work  started  with  a  vim.  Lack  of  experience,  a  factor  that  can- 
not be  denied  when  confronted  with  such  a  schedule  as  was  put  to  the  1935  varsity,  was 
noticeable  at  times  throughout  the  season;  but  with  the  loss  of  only  three  boys  from  this 
year's  squad,  next  year's  team  should  be  much  stronger. 

Probably  the  best  performances  were  turned  in  when  the  team  played  some  of  the 
strongest  opponents  on  the  schedule.  Marion,  Huntington,  Central  of  Fort  Wayne,  and 
North  Side  of  Fort  Wayne  all  defeated  us,  but  by  only  a  small  margin.  In  the  last  game 
of  £he  regular  playing  season,  Yorktown,  a  team  that  was  looked  upon  by  a  majority 
of  the  dopesters  to  turn  us  back  easily,  was  in  turn  decidedly  defeated. 

While  only  six  scheduled  games  were  won,  several  were  lost  by  only  a  small  margin; 
and  considering  that  the  schedule  was  one  of  the  stiffest  an  Airedale  squad  ever  had  to 
face,  the  results  are  not  disheartening.  One  thing  can  always  be  said  of  a  "Good  coached" 
team — they  fight  to  the  last.

SECTIONAL  TOURNAMENT 


Hartford  City  was  again  host  for  the  1935  sectional  tournament  for  Blackford  and  Jay 
Counties.  The  largest  crowd  to  attend  a  tournament  in  recent  years  was  on  hand  to 
cheer  their  respective  teams  to  victory.  The  opening  game  on  Friday  afternoon  pitted 
the  Hartford  City  Airedales  against  the  Pennville  Bull  Dcgs.  Sadly  cfl  form  and  ap- 
parently suffering  with  a  case  of  "tournament  jitters,"  the  Airedales  were  defeated  by 
a  score  of  25  to  18.  In  the  second  game,  Roll  had  little  difficulty  in  disposing  of  Poling, 
34-16. 

The  first  game  of  the  evening  session  brought  together  two  old  Jay  County  rivals,  Madi- 
son Township  and  Portland.  The  Panthers  led  all  the  way  but  a  determined  bunch  of 
Tom  Cats  hung  on,  fighting  and  clawing  their  way  until,  with  less  than  five  seconds 
to  go  and  trailing  by  one  point,  Smith  heaved  a  long  shot  from  the  center  of  the  floor. 
As  the  ball  swished  through  the  net,  the  timer's  gun  cracked  and  Madison  had  won 
26  to  25.  The  second  game  ended  in  a  whirl  of  action  as  Montpelier  staved  off  a  Redkey 
rally  to  win  32  to  30. 

The  Saturday  morning  session  saw  Dunkirk  handily  drop  Bryant  24-11  and  Pennville 
eliminate  the  Roll  Red  Rollers  24-19.  Saturday  afternoon,  the  last  Blackford  County 
team,  Montpelier,  was  eliminated  by  Madison  35-27,  and  Pennville  dropped  the  Dun- 
kirk Speed  Cats  26-20. 

In  the  final  game,  a  fighting  and  clearly  superior  Pennville  five  took  the  measure  of 
Madison  by  a  score  of  23  to  13  and  thus  won  the  right  to  represent  this  sectional  in  the 
regional  tournament  at  Huntington. 


BASKETBALL  MEMORIES 


It  is  interesting  to  go  back  through  the  files  to  see  how  basketball  has  progressed  in 
our  school  since  its  inception  in  1907.  At  that  time  there  was  no  gym  connected  with 
the  school,  and  the  games  were  played  in  a  low-ceilinged  hall  up  town. 

What  is  now  known  as  the  "old  gym"  was  built  in  the  new  addition  to  the  high  school 
in  1916.  It  was  of  such  magnificent  proportions  that  Hartford  City  entertained  the  tour- 
nament here  in  1918.  Huntington  was  the  winner  of  that  first  tournament  ever  held  at 
Hartford  City.  In  1923  the  Sales  Pavilion  was  constructed  up  town  and  for  seven  years 
was  used  by  the  Old  Gold  and  Black  squads.  In  1930  the  present  capacious  gym  was 
constructed  and  now  furnishes  as  fine  an  athletic  plant  as  there  is  in  this  section  of 
the  state. 

Statistics  show  that  Hartford  City  has  won  eight  basketball  tournaments.  These  were 
in  1915  under  Coach  Donavan,  in  1920  under  Hcmer  Stonebraker,  in  1923  under  P.  J. 
Swank,  in  1930  under  Maurice  Kennedy,  in  1931,  1932,  1933  and  1934  under  the  present 
coach,  J.  B.  Good. 

Three  Hartford  City  teams  have  played  in  the  state  tournaments.  These  were  in  1915 
and  1920  at  Bloomington  and  in  1934  at  Indianapolis.
